The  whole  District  is  divided  into  three  sub-districts,  they  are  as  follows 


SANDBACH,  having  an  area  of  17,857  acres  and  a population  of  8745,  includes  Smallwood,  Odd  Rode, 
Church  Lawton,  Hassall,  Betchton,  Wheelock,  Arclid,  Bradwall,  Tetton,  Moston,  and  Elton. 

CHURCH  HULME  having  an  area  of  14,912  acres,  and  a population  of  3,066,  includes  Goostrey- 
cum-Barnshaw,  Blackden,  Twemlow,  Cranage,  LeeBe,  Church  Hulme,  Swettenham,  Kermincham, 
Brereton-cum-Smethwick,  and  Davenport. 


CONGLETON,  having  an  area  of  7,886  acres,  and  a population  of  1,034,  includes  Somerford, 
Somerford  Booths,  Hulme  Walfield,  Newbold  Astbury,  and  Moreton-eum-Alcumlow. 

Birth-rates  for  the  Districts  are — Sandbach,  27  4 ; Church  Hulme,  18-9  ; Congleton,  22-2. 


Death-rates  for  the  Districts  are— Sandbach,  14-1  ; Church  Hulme,  12  3 ; Congleton,  11-5. 

Infant  Mortality.-- 20  Children  have  died  under  the  age  of  1 year,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality 
of  82  6 per  1,000  births. 

Zymotic  Disease. — There  have  been  5 deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease  in  this  District,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  -38,  much  lower  than  last  year  -7.  The  5 deaths  were — Scarletina  3,  Whooping  Cough  1, 
and  Enteritis  1. 


Infectious  Disease. — Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever.  Two  cases,  one  in  the  Sandbach  District, 
which  was  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  one  in  the  Church  Hulme  District,  this  last  case  was  introduced 
from  Hale,  where  the  patient  had  been  staying  and  where  there  had  been  an  epidemic.  The  case  was 
treated  at  home  there  being  ample  accommodation  for  isolation  and  skilled  nursing  being  obtainable. 

Scarlatina. — There  were  59  cases  reported  against  28  last  year.  The  cases  were  at  Elworth  1, 
Hassall  1,  Kent  Green  4,  Lawton  5,  Astbury  2,  Scholar  Green  14,  Hall  Green  3,  Betchton  1,  Bradwall  2, 
Red  Bull  5,  Holmes  Chapel  7,  Goostrey  2,  Cranage  1,  Thurlwood  4,  Somerford  Booth  3,  and  Mow  Cop  3. 
Forty-four  of  these  cases  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 

Diphtheria. — Seventeen  cases  were  notified  this  year  against  61  last  year.  1 at  Rode,  1 at 
Elworth,  2 at  Lawton,  3 at  Scholar  Green,  2 at  Mt.  Pleasant,  2 at  Saltersford,  1 at  Thurlwood,  1 at 
Hall  Green  and  4 at  Elton. 

Fifieen  of  these  cases  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 

Antitoxin  has  been  supplied  by  the  Inspector  or  myself  when  required,  both  of  us  keeping  a supply, 
and  any  not  used  after  a certain  time  is  sent  back  to  the  wholesale  chemist  who  supplies  it  and  who 
replaces  the  unused  amount  free. 

Smallpox.  - No  cases  have  occurred  in  the  District. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  have  been  reported. 

Infantile  Paralysis.  - Two  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  reported  to  me,  one  a girl,  aged  five 
years,  occurred  in  a house  where  there  had  been  a case  in  the  previous  year,  and  entirely  recovered,  the 
other  occurred  at  Betchton.  There  is  still  some  Paralysis,  but  the  Medical  man  believes  he  will  eventually 
recover.  We  could  not  trace  the  origin  of  this  case,  a boy,  aged  6 years.  Both  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

Anthrax. — No  cases  have  been  reported  this  year. 

Isolation  Hospitals. — The  Hospital  at  West  Heath  has  been  of  greatest  benefit,  and  I have 
had  nothing  but  praise  for  the  kindness  shown  to  the  patients  and  their  relatives. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Arclid  has  been  kept  in  readiness  but  fortunately  it  has  not  been  required. 

Water  Supply. —There  are  several  Districts  inadequately  supplied  with  water.  Mow  Cop  and 
Mount  Pleasant  have  a few  wells  but  a public  supply  would  be  very  beneficial  as  some  of  the  houses  are 
situated  a long  way  from  the  nearest  well.  Mow  Bank  is  very  badly  off  for  water.  Hassall  Green  is  still 
obtaining  an  intermittent  supply. 

Dean  Hill  farms  are  very  badly  off,  the  tenants  are  very  desirous  of  the  water  being  extended  to  them. 

Cranage  is  not  well  supplied,  the  occupiers  having  to  carry  water  some  distance. 

The  extensions  that  have  been  carried  out  are  at  Elworth,  Bradwall,  Betchton,  and  Odd  Rode  ; these 
constitute  a great  improvement. 

Sewage. — Mow  Bank  and  Thurlwood  have  no  system  of  sewage,  both  of  these  places  have  been 
reported  before. 

At  Elworth  the  Outfall  Works  that  have  been  completed  this  year  will  be  a great  improvement. 

The  Irrigation  grounds  I have  inspected  and  found  them  all  working  very  satisfactorily,  except  that 
at  Mount  Pleasant  which  requires  better  attention  and  more  land. 


Cowsheds  and  Daries  Act. — There  are  106  Milk  Sellers  on  the  register,  and  these  have  all 
been  inspected  regularly  and  found  clean  ; 15  have  been  reported  to  the  Council  as  not  being  satisfactory 
as  regards  the  buildings  ; 10  of  these  have  altered  the  buildings  satisfactorily  and  5 are  still  pending. 

Tuberculosis  Act.— This  Act  is  being  efficiently  carried  out,  every  case  is  visited  and  instructions 
given  as  to  the  best  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  infection.  Pamphlets  left  to  guide  the  patients  to 
this  end,  Sputum  Flasks  provided,  Disinfectants  given  when  required,  and  the  premises  disinfected  when 
the  patient’s  removed  to  a Sanatorium  or  on  the  death  of  any  patient  of  this  complaint. 

The  Hut  has  been  in  use  and  is  much  appreciated.  I have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  get  another 
Hut,  though  if  I thought  it  wanted  I should  advise  the  Council  to  get  one. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  — The  Factories  and  Workshops  are  frequently  inspected  and 
all  the  sanitary  arrangements  carefully  gone  into.  There  has  been  nothing  calling  for  any  interference. 

M id  wives  Act. — The  Midwives  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction.  Smallwood  is  short  of  a 
Midwife.  I am  glad  to  say  there  are  more  trained  Midwives  in  the  District  than  there  used  to  be,  though 
there  is  not  one  at  Mount  Pleasant,  a very  populous  District. 

No  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  occurred  in  their  practice. 

Pollution  of  Rivers. — The  pollution  still  continues  from  the  Birchenwood  Colliery  and  is 
very  bad. 

Wholesomeness  of  Food. — The  inspector  and  myself  constantly  inspect  the  premises  where 
meat  is  sold  and  all  Slaughter  Houses,  and  no  unwholesome  meat  has  been  found  exposed  for  sale.  No 
samples  of  food  has  been  analysed. 

Water  Closets  and  Privies.  — I am  trying  to  put  in  Water  Closets  wherever  possible,  and 
several  have  been  added  this  year  with  a good  water  supply  and  drainage.  This  ought  to  be  possible, 
otherwise  we  have  to  put  up  with  the  Pail  System. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act.— Thirty-eight  Houses  built  this  year.  This  year  we 
have  had  the  assistance  of  a temporary  Inspector,  and  I should  advise  the  Board  to  employ  him  again 
until  the  whole  of  the  District  has  been  done.  Last  year  I reported  that  62  houses  had  been  inspected 
this  year  414,  but  there  are  about  2,270  houses  to  be  inspected,  so  there  is  plenty  more  work  to  be  done. 
Six  of  these  houses  were  not  considered  fit  for  habitation  and  were  ordered  to  be  closed.  In  five  this  was 
done  and  in  the  other  one  proceedings  are  being  taken. 

Six  houses  were  found  to  be  without  proper  closets  and  ten  without  proper  drainage. 

We  are  short  of  houses  at  Astbury,  Elworth,  and  Holmes  Chapel.  I have  found  a few  cases  of  over- 
crowding owing  to  large  families  in  small  houses,  but  have  managed  to  overcome  the  difficulty  by  the 
older  children  sleeping  at  another  house. 

Inspector’s  Report.— That  he  lias  made  3308  visits  throughout  the  District,  received  and 
answered  796  letters,  reported  98  nuisances  to  the  Council  of  which  75  have  been  remedied,  sent  6 
samples  of  water  to  be  analysed,  visited  every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  immediately  on  receipt  of  notifica- 
tion and  disinfected  every  house  where  such  disease  occurred  on  their  recovery  or  removal  to  the  Sanatorium 
and  supplied  all  necessary  disinfectants.  The  disinfection  of  houses  has  been  carried  out  by  means  of 
Formalin  Vapour. 

The  Inspector  has  visited  and  inspected  57  Canal  Boats  and  found  faults  in  5 which  were  remedied. 


Scavenging. — This  is  removed  by  contract  and  is  done  satisfactorily.  Very  few  complaints 
this  year. 

Lodging  House. —We  have  one  Lodging  House  in  this  District  and  it  is  found  well  kept 
and  clean. 

Bakehouses.  — There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District  and  all  are  inspected  and 
have  been  found  in  good  condition  and  very  clean. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  7 Slaughter  Houses.  These  have  been  inspected  and  satisfactory 
with  one  exception,  this  was  on  account  of  the  offal  not  being  properly  buried.  I am  glad  to  say  the 
owner  has  since  attended  to  this  matter 

There  are  6 Lock-up  Shops  where  meat  is  sold,  these  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean  and  healthy. 

School  Closure. — It  was  thought  advisable  to  close  the  Scholar  Green  School  in  February  on 
account  of  Scarletina,  otherwise  the  schools  have  not  been  closed.

under  this  Act.  If  such  a shortage  has  been  experienced,  the  extent 
of  it  and  the  portions  of  the  district  specially  affected  should  be 
noted.
